Members of many La Crosse cor­ 
porations, wha have sought legal ad­ 
vice on the corporation tax. since the 
papers we'e received, have been ad­ 
vised by their attorneys that the \ew 
law is not constitutional, inasmuch as 
it is class legislation 
and 
cannot 
therefore be enforced. Attorneys ha* a 
advised them not to make returns on 
their papers as directed from Madi­ 
son, but instead to ignore them and 
force the cases into the courts. Tho 
result will be that the first of May, 
when the papers are returnable will 
bring the cases into the courts imme­ 
diately, as many of the business men 
who have sought advice on the mat­ 
ter will band themselves together to 
test the law. 


During the holiday week the business 
at the local postoffice aggregated 
$23,000. 
This is several thousand 
dollars more than has been taken in 
for postage in this city in any pre­ 
vious holiday season. The increase 
for the year is $24,000, showing that 
the city is having a healthful growth.
